A  public  utility  corporation 
of  eight  members  Is  to  be  responsible.  The  Min- 
ister of  Posts,  in  annouiu  iii«-thls  deci.sion.  says: 
"The  underlying  Idea  of  J,he  new  organization 
is  that  it  will  be  a  self-contained  Independent 
board,  charged  with  the  responsibility  of  con- 
ducting the  bro.idcasting  service  in  the  best 
Interests  of  the  jx-ople,  and  be  free  to  devote  the 
whole  of  its  efforts  and  revenues  to  the  continu- 
ou.s  development  ahd  improvement  of  the  service 
given.  While  thls!  organiiation  has  been  brought 
Into  being  by  Oovernment  and  Parliamentary 
action,  once  created  the  intention  is  to  leave  it 
entirely  free  of  control  by  tho  Oovernment.  It 
will  not  be  In  any  sort  of  way  a  Civil  Service  con- 
cern, :inrl  it  will  not  be  iiabl^to  the  whim  of  any 
political  party  that  liappcns  to  be  in  power." 

It  Is  along  the  foregoing  lines  that  the  Cana- 
dian nroiulca.st inu'  Corporation  should  be  allowed 
to  operate.  It  should  be  free  from  partisanship, 
and  not  subject  to  interference  by  the  responsible 
Ministrr  of  the  day,  who  can  hardly  fail  to  inject 
politics  Into  the  situation.  Such  a  board,  operat- 
ing Independently, '  would  always  be  subject  to 
check,  b'^f^'th""'.  as  the  Government  created  It, 
that  same  authority  bring  It  to  an  end  if  it 
is  ^satisfactory.
